the year tabled in the legislature 
end of December 6879 residents and 
former residents of this province were drawing 
old age pensions. Since the pension can not 
be secured if the applicant has other means of 
support, it is to be assumed that a very large 
proportion of the pensioners would be on 
relief if this provision had not been made for 
them. And since most of them are beyond the 
age when they can ever again become self- 
supporting, these would have been permanent, 
not temporary dependents upon relief of some 
kind 

Altogether there was paid to pensioners 
living in Alberta $1,383,929 during the year. Of 
this sum the Dominion supplied $1,037,947—it 
should have paid the whole amount. Little or 
none of this money, it is safe to say, was saved 
or “hoarded.” It passed immediately into cir- 
culation, the counters of the stores and 
through other channels into which money has 
to be paid as the price of maintaining life

I'd taken a 
sort of “bus-driver’s holiday” in the early part 
of this week, writing my col- 
umn up several days in ad- 
vance atl making a trip 
down the C.N.R. line towards 
Jasper to meet people and see 
more of the country Yhan one 
gets from the windows of a 
railway carriage. Friends at 
Edson and Jasper were kind 
enough to arrange meetings 
for me and receptions after- 
wards. I only hope the au- 
diences felt half as pleased 
as I did over it. It will be a temptation to re- 
peat the exploit in other girections. 


Jasper has so many beauties and interests, 
T’ll have to leave mention of my visit there to 
a later article, and deal first with the visit to 
Edson. Edson is near the outlet of the “coal 
branch.” A visit to the mining towns and the 
relief camps at Cadomin and Mountain Park on 
the coal branch was my objective, but the pas- 
senger train runs only on alternate days. It 
takes six and a half hours to make the 71 miles 
to Cadomin, so I had to leave the coal branch 
visit for another occasion. From accounts given 
me at Edson the two camps are no credit to our 
civilization, 

I'd an illustration of the deceptiveness of 
towns from railway cars before I'd been on the 
train ten minutes. A middle-aged couple who 
had landed at Halifax a few days before, stirred 
in their section as the train pulled out of Ed- 
monton in the dim dawn of 7 a.m. The man 
peered through the window panes as the train 
drew through the dismal area of car shops, junk 
piles and railway boarding houses northwest of 
the city and reported back, “Not much of a 
place.” He had no idea of the great spread of 
the townsite—the second largest in Canada— 
of the busy stores and streets and office blocks 
in the downtown district not then astir or in 
w; of the majestical valley of the Saskat- 
chewan winding its way through the city, divid- 
ing great and comfortable residential districts; 
of the view from the plaza of the Macdonald 
hotel or from the gardens of Government House; 
of the University section, and the residences 
and golf course at the Highlands. All they saw 
of Edmonton was a collection of dirty little 
shacks along a right of way. 


Until I'd walked a few blocks north of the 
way track in Edson into the residential dis- 
picture of the railway town wasn't 
much different from that obtained by cross- 
Canada travellers of the city of Edmonton. 
Then I discovered why all the Edson folk regard 
their community as one of the happiest and 
most beautiful in the west. Every cottage and 
bungalow seemed to be nestling in its own 
private poplar grove From the residential 
section could be obtained a soul-restoring view 
of the Rockies, with the McLeod river meander- 
ing through its lovely valley, bathing the feet

Nhere Edson suffers most is through not 
being able to realize its opportunities as the 
town at the outlet of the coal branch. There is 
no special rate for coal to Ontario and points 
nearer home, to speed up production in the 
mines of the coal branch. Domestic coal in 
Edson itself sells at $7.50 a ton. A freight policy 
that would provide freight for the C.N.R. would 
spell prosperity for the coal branch. In that 
prosperity Edson would share 

Another lack is of a highway through from 
the coal branch towns to connect with the main 
highway at or near Edson. A three times a week 
train that takes six and a half hours to make 
71 miles isn't a very good commercial link 
Dwellers along the coal branch, prevented from 
having access by highway to the outside world, 
are equal sufferers with the Edson merchants 
by this lack of so essential highway facilities. 

It has an interest for Edmonton too, Edson 
is only four hours away from Edmonton by car 
when roads are dry. If the much needed high- 
way outlet from the coal branch was built, 
Edmonton would benefit equally with the coal 
branch residents and the people of Edson. 

What a crime to lay at the doors of those in 
power, that men anxious to work should be 
hived concentration camps when such a 
needed road the coal branch connecting 
highway calls for action.

are so cold they feel like 
chunks of ice. Cold feet at 
night are especially trouble- 
some during the winter. 
Sometimes numbness and 
tingling accompany the cold 
feeling or the parts may turn 
a mottled blue or be pale. 
The symptom of cold feet 
is undoubtedly a sign of poor 
circulation of the blood, but 
the most-important fhing to 
remember is that cold hands 
and feet are only danger signals pointing to 
poor circulation all over the body. 

A temporary sluggishness of the circula- 
tion may exist in the extremities from faulty 
postures, such as sitting or lying in a cramped 
position which does not allow a _ reasonable 
movement of all the muscles. Mechanical inter- 
ference with the circulation may come from 
such causes as tight garters or shoes, or from 
the pressure of prolapsed organs. If the feet 
are cold most of the time, it is an indication 
that some pelvic disorder is interfering with 
the return of blood through the veins. The 
principal trouble when the circulation is poor 
through the feet and legs is sagging of the ab- 
dominal muscles which causes pressure and 
crowding in the pelvis and blocks a free circula- 
tion. The pressure from tumors likewise acts 
in the same way. 

Trouble with the arteries, the heart, or 
anemia or low blood pressure may also pro~ 
duce circulatory disturbance. Those who have 
cold feet on retiring will find that the cause is 
lack of exercise during the evening. And there 
we find the most important single cause of 
poor circulation because lack of exercise causes 
more sluggishness of circulation than any other 
factor. 

Those with this trouble will find that the 
right type of exercise will bring more benefit 
than any other method of treatment they can 
use. 

Everyone knows that any kind of exercise 
increases the general circulation. To get the 
best results in increasing the circulation, it is 
necessary to use carefully graduated exercises 
Exercise is a wonderful help and the one to 
be considered first in overcoming clammy 
hands and feet, but it must be wisely used. For 
one who has not exercised in years to suddenly 
start taking strenuous physical movements 
will only produce sore muscles and is likely to 
do more harm than good. 

The right way to start in is to take light 
calisthenics, combined with short walks. Every 
few days another light exercise may be added 
and a few more yards added to the distance 
walked. 

The exercising and walking will improve 
the circulation in every way and gradually the 
feet and hands will become warm and comfort- 
able. Bathing daily and finishing off with a rub 
down with a brisk towel improve the circula- 
tion of blood to the skin and massage also im- 
proves body circulation temporarily. But the 
most successful way to stir up the circulation is 
to follow my prescription which is EXERCISE 
—and more of it.

On ‘this date in 1899, Charles J. 


Brydges died at Winnipeg. Te 
the present generation his name 
means little, but he was an im- 
portant figure in the life of Can- 
ada in the 1870's and 80's. He |

Grand Trunk for some years prior 
to 1874 and was afterwards man- | 
aging director at Winnipeg of the | 
Canada North West Land Com- 
pany. 

In January, 1870, at the height | 
of the troubles on the Red River, 
Brydges wrote to Sir John Mac- | 
donald that he had received in- 
formation that the United States
